Old RuMty. 



She bail been a " crack" engine 
thirty jcarB before, and long after 
every other locomotive of her palteiu 
had been broken up info ncrap iron 
Old RoBty was hanlinK a local ox- 
press and making her thirty-two 
miles an hour like clockwork. But 
at lasit, because she looked so ridi- 
culous beside the new ennines, she 
was taken oflf the run and put to 
drawing freight from the company's 
shops to the ntiifions on the main 

line. 

Absurd a.s the old engine ap- 
peared, every engineer who liandled 
her soon grow fond of hei, even 
poor Hepburn, who wont a little 
wrong in liis head and lost his posi- 
tiou. Ibe yard master gave him 
odd jobs to make a living, and when 
iu the course of his oiling and 
cleaning Hepburn came to Old 
Rusty he petted her as If she had 
been alive. 

There never was a man, though, 
who made so much of the engine as 
did young Maitland, Hepl»urn's8uc 
censor. Maitland had fought his 
way np, starting with everything 
against him.

silent male, who cannot argue or 
talk back, is expocted to attend to 
tho incubation, so he closes his place 
of business for ab>,uttwo months, 
to be exact, sixty-four days, and 
stays at home anti watches the eggs. 

The emu children are beautifully 
striped in brown and white, like 
young partridges, but soon lose their 
beauty, and become small earicn- 
tures of their parents. 

One would hanBy expect a bird 
of the size and build of the emu to 
be- anything ot a swimmer, but 
when hard pressed by hunters he 
will plunge into the widest rivers 
and boldly swim across. At one 
time the emu was abundant about 
Botany Bay and Port Jackson, but 
has been driven into the interior, 
where the vast pampas offer safe 
breeding places. Only the " drum- 
silcks" are used for fooi, and travel- 
ers tell us that au emu ham Is quite 
palatable, tasting something like 
beef. 

These interestinu birds are found 
only in Australia, where they aie 
usually seen lu small flocks of from 
five to ten or twelve. — The Cana- 
dian. 



This queer bird is said to be the 
neatest thing to a present-day re- 
presentative of the ancient type 
from wliicli liavo sprung tho ostrich 
tribe. Away back in the misty 
past, when the world was yonng 
and wayside fetus grew into regular 
trees, the far-removed ancestors of 
the emu stood about eighteen feet 
high iu their stockings, If we are to 
credit the scientific folks who have 
built up a complete skeleton of a 
monster bird from a few bones 
found here and there. Even the 
emu to day is quite a sizable bird, 
standing next in height to the 
ostrich, which lie resembles in many 
respocls. 

The emu's general shape is that 
of an o.stricli, but his head and neck 
aro featheied, and he has three 
toes, where the ostrich has but two; 
and instead of sliowy plumes the 
emu has shaggy feathers which had 
a iiariow escape fiom being hair. 

The emu and his cousin, the 
cassowary, have one characteristic 
shared by no other bird ; each 
feather possesses double nhafls or 
quills. Just after coming through 
the skin tho shaft divides into two 
separate and distinct quills. 

He is anything but a neat looking 
bird, for his feathers are long and 
striiit,'y, and look as if they had not 
een dressed since he stepped out 
of the shell. She feathers have a 
dejected, don't care way of banging 
that makes one want to get a curry 
comb and fix him up a bit His 
color is an ushen gray mingled 
with a dirty brown, with an occa- 
sional feather showing through the 
mixture 

Tho thigh of an emu is almost as 
large as that of a man, only more 
musciilai, and he is said to deliver a 
sidowise kick that will ilisablo the 
huskiest dog. He has used his logs 
so persistently to the neglect of his 
wings, that the latter have grown 
smaller and smaller until now they 
are the merest rudiments of wiugs. 

When running he has the curious 
habit of raising oiio wing, holding it 
up for a while, then lowering that 
wing and ttying the other. No one 
has ever given a satisfactory ex- 
planation of why he does this, and 
ho has uover seen fit to answer the 
query. 

The female is larger I ban her mate, 
and has a curious kind of liagpipe 
arrangement, situated between the 
windpipe and the skin of the neck. 
Tlie pouch is connected with the in 
lerior of the windpipe by a silt In 
the latter, and by some unknown 
method she Is able to send out a 
loud, booming note, like a distant 
gong, or a muffled dium. Sometimes 
in the dead of night she remembers 
that she has such an iustrument, 
and the air suddenly throlJS and 
echoes with her booming. 

Tlie male, like many other bus 
bands, is mute. Tlio only sound 
he can .utter is an asthmaiic hi.ss 
when angry, and a kind of grunt 
when frighioned. Physically, he 
Is Inferior in many ways to his 
spouse, but happily for him he can 
outrun her. 

The nest of the emu is really no 
nest at all ; any sandy place, just so 
it is comparatively level, makes an 
acceptable nesting bod foi seven to 
twelve liottle-green eggs. These 
eggs are rough and unfinished, and 
seem to need saodpaperlug. The 



ESKIMOS WHO IVIAKC GOOD. 

In Alaska each scboolhouse is a 
social center. Many of them con- 
tain kitchens, rooms for the teach- 
ers, and a laundry and baths for 
tho natives. 

This work is carried on under the 
Buretui of Education, and the de- 
tails of current operation are report- 
ed upon by William Hamilton, who 
says that there are in Alaska 
approximately 25,000 natives in 
villages of 30 or 40, up to 300 or 
400 persous. Some of the remoter 
villages are only visited by a Unit- 
ed States Coast Giiatd steamer on 
its annual cruise, or by the supply 
vessel sent by the Bureau of Educa- 
tion. During eight months of the 
year all the villages, elEcept those on 
the south coast, are reached only l)y 
trails over the snow-covered laud or 
froEon rivers. 

In spite of the difflonlties, a public 
school has been estaldished in each 
of seventy villages. In many iu- 
slanoea the school is the only elevat- 
ing power in the oummunity. 

In its endeavor to safoi^UMrd the 
health of the natives, the Bureau of 
Education maintains hospitals in five 
centers, physicians ami nurses devote 
thenuselves to medical and sanitary 
work, and provide medical supplies 
and text-books to the teachers. It 
often becomes the duty of a teacher 
to render first aid to the injured or 
to care for a patient through a 
serious illness. 

Another duty of the teacher is to 
supervise stores. The government 
of the white men has to protect tho 
the native from the unscrupulous 
trader. The Bureau of Education 
has established reset vatioiis where 
the natives can obtain fish and 
game and trade. The settlement 
at Noorvlk, on the Kobuk River, 
in arctic Alaska, is one of the most 
striking examples of this policy. 

With advancement in civilization, 
the Eskimos, at Deerlng, on tho 
coast, carved a new home. A tract 
on the bank of the Kobuk River, 
abounding in game and timber, was 
reserved for these Eskimos, and thi 
ther they iiiigiafed in 1916. On 
the tract the colonists within two 
years have built a villajre with well 
laid-out streets, neat houses, gar- 
dens, a store, a Bawniill, electric 
light and a wireless station which 
keeps them in touch with the world. 
— Christian Herald.

Moving Time In Kskliuo Ldtnd 

A very interesting and wholly 
unique experiment undertaken by 
the government in Alaska has turn- 
ed out remarkable success. 

At Deering, on the bleak Arctic 
seaooast, was a village of Eskimos. 

It was not a happy village. For 
lack of timber (the region being 
treeless) its inhal)itants were com- 
pelled to dwell in the semi-under- 
ground hovels of their ancestors 

Tho killing off of the walrus and 
other game animals made the prob- 
lem of food supply increasingly diffl 
cult. 

In a word they were " np agaiust 
it. "They craved a new home, 
and Uncle Sam decided to give 
them one. 

For this purpose he picked out an 
uninhabited tract on the banks of 
Kobuk river — a piece of land 15 
miles square, with plenty of timber 
on it and at>onnding in game and 
fish. 

It was svt aside as a reservation 
liy executive order, aud thither the 
people of Deering migrated in the 
summer of 1916. 

Mark the change. Tlie new vil- 
lage on the Kobuk, built under the 
direction of government teachers, 
Is handsomely laid out in streets 
with neat single family houses and 
gardens. It has an electric lighting 
plint, which is run by an Eskimo 
engineer, to illuminate the little 
town, and most of the dwellings are 
wired for electricity. There is also 
a community sawmill. 

But most remarkable of all is the 
wireless station — the northernmfist 
radio station on the continent. 

One of the teachei's, named Rep- 
logle, rummaging in the shop of 
Seattle, managed to pick up a set of 
second-hand wireless insliuments. 

It was incomplete, but he supple- 
mented It with home made contriv- 
ances and the army radio men In 
Nome cheerfully contributed a few 
essentials. The first message was 
sent through to Nome ou the 27tb 
day of last Novemt)er. 

In the view of Ihe notable succesa 
of fills experiment, the government 
is conteniplalin7 the selection of 
other suitable tracts — there is lots of 
spare room in Alaska — to which 
undesirably situated Eskimo com- 
munities may be removed, and 
where they can get fish and conduct 
their owu industrial and commercial 
enterprises. — Selected.

In St. Louis, in the Auditorium 
of the Washington University Medi- 
cal School, on Monday, Tuesday 
and Wednesday, June 23d, 24lh and 
25th, a convention was held by the 
"Society of Progressive Oral Ad- 
vocates," at which quite a number 
and variety of papers relating to 
speech teaching were read. 

Among those who delivered pre- 
pared papers — that is, were slated 
on the program for that purpose — 
were Miss Pattie L fliomason, 
erstwhile teacher at Fan wood, but 
now of the North Carolina Institu- 
tion. Her topic was " Principles 
and Means of Applied Rhythm." 

Mr. Klbert A. Gruver, the recent 
appointee as superintendent of the 
Iowa Institution, discours^-d on 
"Sub-normal Deaf," whatever that 
may mean. It may refer to the 
backward pupils, so-called. Or 
again, as is loo ofteu the case, it 
may be a new and damning; catch- 
word applied to thofe who make 
little or no progress in speech and 
lip reading. We are not stigmatiz- 
ing Mr. Gruver in this, as he may 
have tackled the subject from an 
angle quite at variance from the 
customary range. As a matter of 
fact, some of. the brightest and most 
successful deaf men. of the present 
day are totally devoid of any prac- 



misguided organization, which places 
parental love and fond hopes in op- 
position to the calm and discriminat- 
ing judgment of expert educators, 
was represented and extolled. 

It was announced that several 
State Legislatures would be petition- 
ed to make laws that the oral method 
be the only method used in their 
several schools.

themselves. Entluif'iaHm mounted 
as the "Old Faithfuls," such as 
Editor Kdwiii Allan lludgsou, Dr. 
Thomas Francis Fox, Alexander L. 
Pach, who have lieen closely identi- 
tted with the National Association 
for more than thirty-flve yeais, 
each gave a liriel forceful resume of 
the plans and purposes of the As- 
sociation, prof^ress made and re- 
sults achieved under it,s leadership, 
results foUowinir the various Con- 
ventions, present condition of the 
Association and its aims, etc. Each 
speaker was j<iven close attention 
and the applause was hearty and 
frequent. 

Dr. Hauls Taylor, Ihe Principal 
of the Institution, opened the pro- 
^jram with a few words of coidial 
welcome, expressinjj; his sympathy 
with the aims of the deaf and their 
eCtorls. Mrs. Johanna McCluskey 
followed with a rendition of the 
"Star S[)ai)gled Banner." Chair- 
man Keiiner then announced his 
puipose in HumnioniiiK I ho meeting.

Ilia brief address 
was forceful and clear, arousing 
enthusiasm.

He never got overseas, this sol 
(tier, and yet he ia on the list of 
wounded men. Down at one of the 
camps a gun was fired so near him 
that his eardrum burst, causing 
deafness. He would have no com- 
pensation, he said — "too much 
trouble lo go about getting it." lie 
was one of the uuoo-operative indi- 
viduals that it ia particularly hard 
to reach. 

He has been out ot the service 
for abont a year now. His wife is 
ill and unable to do any work. 
There are two children, one of them 
near-sighted, Ihe other a mute. 
He himself paces the floor at nights 
with earache. His $20 a week job 
consequently suflfers and brings 
him Out from $0 to $10 a week — 
a stuall salary when so much sick- 
ness is involved. Now the Govern- 
ment is ready to give this ex-sol- 
dier $105 a mouth. A tactful Red 
Cross Home Service worker — es- 
pecially trained in this line through 
the Afier Care Departiuenl at No. 
1007 Walnut Street— has finally 
persuaded him this money is his 
due. 

The entering wedge was made 
when the Home Service prevented 
the constable from putting Ihe 
family out on Ihe street. Since 
then it has provided medical care 
for all of them, and has sueceded 
in getting Ihe soldier to consult Ihe 
Federal Board and to tile his claim 
for compensation. The Red Cross 
is going to stand by until Ihe whole 
family is again on Its feet. — Phila 
Record.
